It is situated on the Meuse, 
in the midst of extremely picturesque scenery. The most note¬ 
worthy. buildings of “Dinant” are the church of “Notre Dame,” 
an ancient and richly decorated Gothic structure, and the town 
house, once the palace of the Princess of Liege. “Dinant,” which 
dates from the sixth century, has suffered greatly from frequent 
sieges. In 1466 Phillipi, Duke of Burgundy, attacked it with a 
strong force, and when the town was taken, in retaliation for the 
hanging of the messengers whom he had sent to summon the town 
to surrender, he ordered 800 of the inhabitants to be tied in 
couples, back to back, and cast into the “Meuse.” At this time, 
also, the town was burned and the walls leveled.
